The president 
has repeatedly deplored Ihc facl Con- 
gress failed lo find a way of raising 
Ihc inorc than $500,000,000 it voted 
above budge trecommendalions. Con- 
gressional farm leaders have suggest- 
ed that farmers were entitled to share 
in federal funds in the same manner 
as; relief clients, Ihc military, and 
oilier classes.

hurricane politics, Louisiana is brac- 
ing for ils grealest polili'cal battle, 
Jan. lli, 1940. That is the dale of the 
suite Democralic primaries, through 
which Louisiana first will learn if the 
Huey Long dynasty has a chance to 
survive. After 12 years of almost com- 
plete dictatorial control over Louis- 
injui, it looks as if the machine that 
Huey Long left behind him may be 
lurching toward collapse. The machine 
bears the marks today of the most 
bitter 
campaign 
through 
which 
it 


ever rolled. 


Quintuple Race for Governor

governor of Louisiana. They are: ' 


Earl Kemp Long. The late Huey 


Long was his older brother.

governor June 2G, 1939, when Gov. 
Richard W. Lechc resigned under fire 
to stand today plastered with many 
federal and stale indicaments. 


Sa mJones, of Lakes Charles. He 


is a lawyer, a one-time infantry-man 
who served through the World War. 


James A. Noe, of Monroe. He is a 


wealthy oil operator, early friend and 
financial backer of Huey; served four 
months as acting governor on the 
death of Gov. Oscar Kelly Allen in 
office. 


James Morrison, of Hammond. He is 


a lawyer and publisher of a country 
newspaper, "The Farmer's Friend." 


Vincent Moscley, of Opelousas. Mos- 


ley also is a lawyer. 


"Run-Off" Election Held Certain 
With the primary less than a month 


away, it is almost, universally con- 
ceded that none of the five can win 
a clear majority over the total votes 
of tha other fiur. So a "run-of" pri- 
mary is considered certain. 


There is argument whether the "run- 


off" 
will be a bailie bclwecn Gov- 


ernor Long and Sam Jones, or be- 
Iwcen Sam Jones and Jimmy Noe. 


It is clear to observers that outside 


New Orleans, Earl Long's power 
slipping. Out in the country parishes 
they never have forgiven Earl Long 
for the hitler, profane names he cal- 
led his brother, after their politica 
split; nor have they forgotten how he 
was "hired back" by a political at- 
tibrncyship. 


It is a question whether Huey Long, 


were he alive today, could 
over- 


ride (he (iclal wave of indignation 
sweeping Louisiana at exposures of 
scandal, graft, corruption and thievery. 
The question is whether Earl Long 
lui.s either the power or personality 
to over-ride the wave.

Long's forces are centering every 


force to tally an over-whelming vole 
in the seven parishes in and around 
New Orleans. 


That is the section where, tradition- 


ally, "they vote the crawfish and Ihc 
shrimp;" where Ihc only limil to Ihc 
total on the tally sheet used to be 
"how many votes cle we need." 


But serious quarrels have broken 


out. in the area. So hitler arc those 
factional quarrels that they .sound fa- 
tal to the hopes of Earl Long. 


It would take a powerful personality 


drivink a powerful machine lo crush 
public indignation that has grown in 
Louisiana since exposure of official 
corruption.

France Girds Herself 


PARIS, France—(/P)—France 
winds 


up the year with plans to spend almost 
5% billion dollars to wage war in 
1940, with hints from the premier Sat- 
urday of some kind of European 
federation after the war is finished. 


The French reported sinking a Ger- 


man submarine^ with a British bomb- 
ing plane helping the French war- 
ship. 


The French also reported successful 


forays into German territory oft the 
Western front east of the • Moselle 
river. 


Russians Shoot Own Men 


HELSINKI, Finland —(/P)—(Furious 


'figfiting among the Russian invaders— 


-and bombing their own men—was- re». 
ported in Finland Friday night as the 
vast - but 
vague Russian c/Sensive 


showed little progress at the end of 
30 days of undeclared war. 


The Finnish command asserted that 


900 Russians had been killed in two 
unsuccessful thrusts on the Karelian 
isthmus and that Finnish-soldiers had 
captured much war material. 


The story of confusion and deadly 


mistakes in Russian ranks in the Salla 
sector of central Finland was told by 
the Finnish news agency. First, new 
Russian guns were brought into action t 
in what was meant to be another drive 
through the center of the little coun- 
try. But the attack bogged down when 
Soviet planes and the new cannon 
rained explosives on their own in- 
fantrymen. 


British reports also told of bloody 


and unexplained fighting between two 
Russian regiments in the Salla area. 
It was believed, however, that each 
regiment took the other for a Finnish 
unit. 


Britisher Torpedoed 


LONDON, 
Eng.—(/P)—The 
British 


battleship torpedoed by a German U- 
boal reached port under her own 
steam Friday night, the Admiralty 
announced, with four missing and one 
of the crew wounded seriously. 


The missing men 
were 
believed 


killed when Ihe warship, one of 
Britain's 11 battleships, was damaged 
byia German submarine in the war at 
sea which has cost the British 1C naval 
vessels. 


The Admiralty issued the following 


statement after the German high com- 
mand had announced a British battle- 
ship of the Queen Elizabeth class had 
been torpedoed "west of Scotland" 
by a German submarine:' "A torpedo 
atlack has been made on a British 
battleship by a U-boat. 'Some damage 
was caused and three men were kill- 
ed." 


Subsequently British news agencies 


.said "it has been ascertained" the 
battleship concerned was the sami* 
as thai referred to in the German 
communique, but that she was "safe 
and proceeding on her course." The 
Admiralty would not disclose the 
name of Ihe vessel. 


There are five ships in the Queen 


Elizabeth, class, the Queen Elizabeth, 
Warspite and Valiant, all of 30,600 
tons, and Barham and Malays, 31,100 
tons. Oldesl battleships in the British 
navy they were laid down 
before 


the World war and completed in 1915 
or 191G, but have been extensively re- 
conslrucled in recenl years. 


All five have "blisters" or bulges of 


armor to protect their hulls against 
lorpedoes, which may have accounted 
for the small damage reported by the 
Admiralty.

the battleships is between 1,124 and 
1,184 men. Eight 15-inch guns form the 
mam battery of each vessel.

Unfortunately, new tissue develops af- 
ter a time 'which seems to invalidate 
ths operation, and investigators are 
working an changes in the technique to 
prevent' this complication. The operat- 
ion is exceedingly difficult. There are 
only a few men who try to perform it. 
and its exact value is not yet es- 
tablished. 


Dr. Brien King developed a plastic 


operation to "overcome paralysis of thc- 
vceal cords, sometimes occurring af- 
ter operation on the thyroid gland. 


Another surgical procedure correct- 


ed1 a serious condition, sometimes ap- 


pearing at birth, in which an open- 
ing from the large veins into the aorta 
does not permit the blood to pass pro- 
perly through the heart. 


A better surgical method was de- 


veloped for transplanting tissue from 
the cornea of the eyes of babies who 
die in birth into persons whose eyes 
have been infected with resulting de- 
velopment of scar tissue over the pupil 
to produce blindness. 


_ Philadelphia scientists tested the ef- 
tects of freezing on cancer tissue i Ap- 
parently such freezing will stop the 
growth of the tissue and tend to bring 
about softening. The method has been 
tried, however, only in fatal cases, 
and its' exact usefulness is in no sense 
established. 


Studies in the treatment of cancer 


were also made with the cyclotrop, 
tiie new atom-smashing apparatus de- 
veloped in the University of California. 
Human beings were treated with neu- 
tron rays produced by this device,

By ALEXANDER R. GEORGE 
AP Feature Service Writer 


Six big labor developments mark 


labor's history-making decade: 


1. Vast unemployment, which still 


remains the nation's primary econ- 
omice problem. 


2. The most far-reaching labor aid 


legislation in history. 


3. A large reduction in hours of 


work and substantial boosts in wage 
scales, although total payrolls de- 
clined because of unemployment. 


4. The AFL-CIO warfare and wides- 


pread industrial strife that marked 
a great, spurt in union activity. 


5. Collective-bargaining gains des- 


pite unionization setbacks 
in Ford 


and Little Steel.. 


6. Recent governmental moves to pro 


secuto labor unions for "illegal re- 
strain of trade." 


The decade ends with the army of 


jobless some 4,000,000 larger than in 
1930, 
although there was a pronounc- 


ed pickup in employment in the last 
year. AFL reports show 9,4771',000 un- 
employment last September compared 
with 4,770,000 in 1930. Peak unemploy- 
ment for the decade was 13,722,000 in 
1933. 


Unprecedented 
government mea- 


sures were Die Social Security Act 
with old age pensions and unemploy- 
ment, compensation, the National La- 
bor Relations Act guaranteeing col- 
lective-bargaining rights, the minimum 
wage-maximum hour law and WPA 
work-relief . 


Tho average work week in industry 


bus been reduced from about 48 hours 
in 1930 to 40 today. Wage rates for 
skilled workers have been increased 
an estimated 10 to 15 per cent. 


Increased union activity brought an 


epidemic of strikes, 4,740 in 1937 set- 
ting an all-time record. That was the 
year of the big "sit-clowns," of bul- 
lets, brickbats and bloodshed. Strikes 
abated in 1938 and 1939. 


Union membership was more than 


doubled in the decade. The AFL re- 
ports an enrollment of 4,006,000; the 
CIO claim 4,000,000. Some 400,000 oth- 
ers in the Railway Brotherhoods would 
make a grand total of 8,400,000 com- 
pared with about 3,300,000 in li)30.

* than meets thc eye in this formal 
announcement of Vice-President Gar- 
Mi? that he will run for the president- 
ial nomination come what may. 


Washington has watched with repeat- 


ed raising of eyebrows the peculiar 
course of the Vice-President's race 
' tot the nomination. Why has it been 
necessary for the Garner spokesmen 
again, and again to annouce that he 


**fa seriously seeking the presidency? 


The answer most often given here 


is that Garner organizers are find- 
ing 'it hard to convince the rank 
and file of state, county and precinct 
small fry politicians that they will 
toe safe in getting to work for the 
Texan with the tempest-tossed eye- 
brows. Traditionally they are a hard- 
shelled lot and not eager to miss the 
bandwagon just so some- national fig- 
ure can have enough delegates to 


1 make himself a power in the con- 


vention. Thy want to ride the win- 
ning horse. 


Is He or Isn't He? 


The thing has been a subject of 


perennial debate among newsmen in 


1 Washington. They go in for a private 


chat with the Vice-President. They 


i come out impressed that Garner is 
' either deadly serious about the busi- 
ness, or that he is putting on one of 


i the finest pieces of acting the capital 
; has seen in many .days. 


Many have insisted from thc begin- 


i ning that the 71-year-old Vicc-Presi- 
, dent wants to succeed Roosevelt. Oth- 


ers have remained perplexed. 


That their perplexity is shared a- 


' mong the politicians who will be ask- 


ed to do the spade wor kis indicated 
upon each successive public pronoun- 
cement of Garner's candidacy. 


The first "news" of his drive for 


delegates sort of leaked out. Some 
thought the idea fantastic in the light 
of Garner's age. his already long ser- 
vice and his well known 
disposition 


to avoid the kind of public show 
that goes with running for the presi- 
^dency. 


But the leaks became currents and 


the currents drew formal statements 
of support from 
other 
politicians. 


Texas leaders promised him the state's 
delegation. Young Elliott Roosevelt 
began saying nice things about his 
father's second in command. 


All that would seem to have been 


enough. Yet when the war brought call 
for Roosevelt to seek a third term, 
promptly out of Dallas came the state- 
ment of E. B. Germany, Mr. Garner's 
campaign manager ,that Cactus Jack 
was still running. 


Still More Definite 


Then on November 10, Mr. Germany 


spoke out again even more emphatical- 
ly, as if in direct effort to answer 
doubters. Garner, he said, "is in the 
presidential race to win. We have 
no interest in political trading." 


At that time, he expressed a con- 


viction that President Roosevelt would 
not seek a third term. As if to wipe 
out even that spot on an unqualified 
declaration, Mr. Germany said early 
in December in Washington that the 
Vice-President would run 
even if 


President Roosevedlt's name also was 
before the 
convention. 


Surely, that might have been a 


plenty. But now comes thc state- 
ment in the Vice-President's own 
iwords. 


For Garner it was an exceptional 


act. He ran in 1932 without formally 
proclaiming himself a candidate. There 
•was convincing evidence that he plan- 
ned to follow the same course this 
time. Something compelled him to 
break that pattern and speak out. He 
aimed right at the heart of the doubts. 
He will accept the nomination, he 
said, then added: 


"I will make no effort to control 


any delegates."
